“Fair-Minded People Are 


Convinced My Trial Was 
Farce From Beginning to 
End,” Says Former Chief. 


Former Chief of Police James L. 
Beavers will this morning file in the 
Fulton superior court, through his at- 
torneys, a writ of certiorari, seeking 
a reversal of the recent action of the 


police commission in demoting him to 


the office of captain, which he declined. 
An early review and hearing of the 


case will be asked. 

Attorney James L. Key, leading coun- 
sel for Beavers, prepared the petition, 
assisted by the other two lawyers in 
the case, Walter McElreath and George 
Westmoreland. It ll be presented 
to Judge Pendleton this morning, and 
while a Speedy hearing is desired, sev- 
eral months or perhaps @ year will 
elapse before a decision is handed 
down. 

Attached to the petition, which in it- 
self covers ten typewritten pages, is 
the stenographic report of the trial 
before the police commission, covering 
332 typewritten pages. 

: Friends Confident. 

Counsel and other friends of Beavers 
appear confident that he will be re- 
stored to the head of the Atlanta po- 
They zo on the the- 
ory that the case will be reversed and 
that when the decision has been hand- 
ed ddéwn the personnel of the police 
commission will have been changed as 
a result of the recall election, which 
a campaign committee of 100 is now 
seeking, with the result that “Beavers 
will then get a fair trial.” 

The contention has been made that 
there was no appeal from the decision 
of the police commission, but Beavers’ 
attorneys cite a supreme court deci- 
sion in the case of Tibbs v. the City 
of Atianta as authority for the state- 
ment that a judgment of the police 
board is subject to review on a writ of 
certiorari. 

The petition, which reviews the trial 
at length, claims that since Council- 
man Edwin F. Johnson, member of 
the commission, engaged lawyers to 
prosecute Beavers, that he was dis- 
guulified; they further seek to show 
that the judgment of the board was 


‘contrary to law, and that the prepon- 


of evidence was in favor of 
the defendant; that Beavers was tried 
for an offense of insurbordination, 
which occurred after the charges were 
preferred; that the trial was closed 
before the defendant was able to sub- 
mit all of the evidence in his defense, 
and that the board erred in overruling 
a demurrer by counsel for defense. 
“Trial a Farce.” 

“The fair-minded and thinking peo- 
ple of Atlanta and throughoutthe state 
are convinced that the trial to which 
l was subjected was a farce from start 
to finish,” declared former Chief Beav- 
ers Thursday. “The upheaval of the 
good people of the city in the recali 
campaign is their manner of showing 
their resentment of such actions on the 
part of their public Officials. 

“In my statement to the board on 
the last night of the trial, I told them 
that I have put duty and my oath of 
office before everything else. I1 told 
them that if I had:erred, I was sorry 
and would make amends for anything 
I had done that was not in keeping 
with my duty. 

“T am willing to stand trial on the 
game charges or any charges affecting 
my public life of more than twenty-six 
years, provided | am given the right 
to defend myself in as fair a manner 
as is given even the worst criminals. 
Not a member of the board had aught 
to sav of my character and integrity, 
and not a specific instance of guilt on 
any of the charges could be produced.”

Claims in Certiorarti. 


In the writ of certiorari the peti- 
tioner set out the following claims: 

The verdict is contrary to law, and 
against the greater weight of the evi- 
dence. 

The police board erred in overruling 
the several demurrers and objections 
to the charges preterred against the 
petitioner. ; 
~ Jt is charged the board permitted 
certain members, specifically Edwin F. 
Johnson, a member of said board, to

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BANKS PREPARED 
TO HANDLE COTTON 


National and Reserve Insti- 
tutions Can Easily Finance 
the Entire Crop at Market 
Value, Says Williams. 


Washington, August 19.—Comptroller 
of the Currency Williams announced 
today that the present unemployed 
loaning capacity of national banks and 
reserve banks was sufficient to finance 
at market value the entire cotton crop 
and half if not all of the tobacco and 
wheat crops and to justify an expan- 
sion of credit of two or three billion 
dollars. 

A statement issued by the comptroller 
referred to the prospect for unusual 
demands for funds, particularly if cot- 
ton should be declared contraband, and 


‘declared a survey of the conditions of 


the national and reserve banks was dis- 
tinctly encouraging. Never before, Mr. 
Williams said, had the banks been so 


strong and so thoroughly prepared to 


handle any problem that might ‘be pre- 
sented. 

Allies Agree on Cotton. 

Just before the statement was issued 
the British embassy authorized the an- 
nouncement that the allies had agreed 
on the principle that cotton was contra- 
band. 

Special requirements which the banks 
may have to meet in the near future 
were summarized ty Mr. Williams as 
follows: 

“First. The yearly recurring demand 
for funds with which to move the 
crops, which this year, except as to 
cotton, are unusually large and com- 
manding full prices. 

“Second. The unusual demand for 
funds which may arise to enable cotton 
growers to meet any congestion in the 
movement or marketing of the crop, in 
the event that cotton should be declar- 
ed contraband. 

“Third. Demands which are likely 
to be made on national banks, both 
directly and indirectly, in connection 
with the extension of credit to foreign 
purchasers of supplies of all kinds, and 
to. pay for the American securities 
which may be returned to us by for- 
eign creditors.” 

Banks Never So Strong. 
Continuing, the statement said: 
“The actual figures show that the 

present condition of the national banks 
of this country have never before been 
so.strong and so thoroughiy 
to grapple with and handle success- 
fully any problem, however _ large, 
which may be presented to them, as 
they are today. These figures show 
that the national banks of this

National Banks’ Reserves. 


“The abstract of condition of na- 
tional banks as of June 23, 1915, just 
completed, shows that notwithstand- 
ing the great reduction in reserve re- 
quirements which went into effect with 
the inauguration of the federal reserve 
system in November last, the 5actual 
reserves of the national banks on June 
23, 1915, are far in excess of the larg- 
est reserves ever held at any one time 
in the past history of the country and 
amounted to $1,840,000,000, or $778,000,- 
000 more than the amount which the 
national banks are required to hold. 

“This surplus reserve, it is esti- 
sufficient to justify, on a 
conservative basis, an expansion of 
credit or a further loaning power of 
say two or three billion dollars. The 
present total loans of all. the national 
banks amount to about six and two- 
thirds billion dollars.

The chancellor explained that he in- 
terpreted these words to mean that 
tngland desired the friendship of a 
beaten and weakened Germany as a 
influence against powerful 
; Russia. England would be ready to 
iuse such a Gérmany—a weak country 
| without industry and without a navy. 

The chancellor’s report of this scene 
in London caused a profound sensa- 
tion in the reichstag. 

The chancellor arraigned what he 
declared was the English pretense that 
Great Britain was fighting in the in- 
terests of small neutral countries. 

Commerce Strangled 

“The legitimate commerce of neutral 

_ countries,” he said, “has been stran- 
' gled by England, who forbids neutrals 
| to transport merchandise coming from 
‘or going to Germany, even if the mer- 
chandise is not contraband. 
“Neutral ships are forced to take 
| English crews on board on the high 
seas and do as they command. Eneg- 
land occupied Greek islands without 
explanation because this is convenient 
for the liberty of the military opera- 
tions of herself and her allies.

In fact, the Russians now appear able 
to hold their own only in the Baltic 
provinces, wheng they are preventing 
the Germans from advancing. 

Besides the capture of Kovno, the 
Germans have taken additional Novo- 
georgievsk forts and, according to 
their account, have penetrated the 
outer positions of Brest-Litovsk, the 
great fortress, the ,mainstay of what 
was expected to be the new defense 
line, 


BREST-LITOVSK LINE 
TURNED BY GERMANS. 


There is no ewidence yet of Grand 
Duke Nicholas’ intentions, but military 
writers believe the swiftness of the 
German advance has rendered it im- 
possible for him to make a stand on 
the Brest-Litovsk line, which already 
virtually has been turned by Field 
Marshal von Malckensen in the south 
and by his colleagues >-in the north. 

The French Have scored two suc- 
cesses in the west, taking part of a 
German trench ih Artois after a heavy 
all-day bombardment and making a 
further advance ‘on the Linge summit 
in the Vosges. On both sides these 
sectors the French claim to have great- 
ly improved their positions. 

There have beén some long distance 
artillery engagements between the 
Serbians and the Austrians across the 
Danube, but thus far there is no evi- 
dence of the cOmmencement of the 
Austro-German offensive which was 
to carry relief te the Turks. 


OTTOMAN FORCES 
THREATENED BY ITALY. 


The Ottoman forces, besides being 
closely pressed oh the Gallipoli penin- 
sula, where a new British contingent 
has obtained a firm footing, and by 
the Russians ih the Caucasus, are 
threatened by a me Ww enemy—lItaly. The 
italian gwovernrgent, angered by the 
disregard by the porte of protests 
against the treatment of Italian sub- 
jects in Turkey,;, is reported to have 
issued an ultimajitum demanding that 
Italians be allowed to leave’ the coun- 
try, how, when &@nd where they de- 
sire, a privilege heretofore denied. 

Italy, according to Rome, is making 
steady progress against the Austrians, 

An Austrian squadron attacked the 
Island of Pelagosa, in the mid-Adritatie, 
seized by the Ltalfans early in the war. 
Attempts to make a landing were de- 
feated. 

Norway has protested to Berlin 
against the seizure by a German sub- 
| marine of mails from the steamer

News of the sinking of the Arabic 
caused a tremendous sensation in Lon- 
don. This first report stated that 
it was feared a large number of the

The Arabic is the largest yet sunk 
by the Germans except the Lusitania. 

The Arabic’s tonnage is 15,801 gross 
and 10,062 net. She is 600 feet long, 
65 feet beam and 47 feet in depth. She 
was built in Belfast in 1903 by Har- 
land & Wolff. 

On her last eastward trip the Arabic 
arrived in Liverpool on August 6 from 
New York. 

After the receipt of a cablegram an- 
nouncing her safe arrival, the bureau 
of combustibles of New York city al- 
lowed the fact to become known that 
two sticks of dynamite had been dis- 
covered on board the liner on July 27, 
the night before she sailed from New 
York.

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ALLIES TO SUPPORT 
THE COTTON MARKET 


Have Agreed in Principle 
That Staple Is Contraband. 
Is Statement From British 
Embassy. 


Washington, August 19.—The allied 
governments have agreed in principle 
that cotton is contraband of war. The 
exact date when this announcement 
_shall be made is still under considera- 
tion, as well as other details connected 
with the proclamations.” This state- 
ment was authorized today at the Brit- 
ish -embassy. 

As soon as the official announcement 
is made, it will be disclosed also that 
the allied governments have prepared 
to stand behind the market to pre- 
vent ruinous depression of prices and 
minimize hardships to planters. 

The American government, several 
days ago, was informed unofficially 
but authoritatively of the intention of 
the allied governments to make cotton 
contraband, and was informed that they 
will claim a legal right for their action. 

It was explained here today that the 
allies refrained from making cotton 
contraband at the outset of the war be- 
cause of conditions in the United States, 
where a large crop had been planted, 
and a contraband order then, would, in 
their opinion, have been far more se- 
rious. 

Now, the allies contend, the cotton 
states have been prepared for a change 
in policy by reductions of acreage. 
Some of the cotton interests, - allied 
quarters acknowledge, may be affected 
by the change, and for that reason it 
has peen decided to stand behind the 
market to minimize embarrassment and 
to avoid a permanent decrease in Ameri- 
ean cotton plantings, which would be 
reflected in the industries of the allied 
countries. 

The principal reason for declaring 
cotton contraband is that it is one of 
the principal sources of smokeless 
powder. How theallies propose to sup- 

ort the cotton market is not explained 

ere.

SHIPWRECKED SAILORS 
PICKED UP FROM RAFT 


New Orleans, La. August 19.—Two 

officers and six members of the crew 
of the American schooner Lydia M. 
Deering, which foundered in the gulf 
during the recent hurricane, were 
brought here today by the Southern Pa- 
cific liner Comus. Captain George W. 
Murphy, of Boston, captain of the Deer- 
ing, is believed to have been drowned 
‘and two members of the crew, Arthur 
Davis, of Oxford, N. C., a negro, and an 
unknown Norwegian sailor, were killed 
outright by flying timbers. The Deer- 
ing was bound from Sabine, Texas, to 
Boston, her home port.

, MUFFLER AND SMOKE NUISANCE. 


What ig the use or reason for a city: ordi- 
nance, if no pretense is made at enforcing 
it?, The question is asked apropos of At- 
lanta’s muffler cutout ordinance. The use 
of the muffler cutout is made a specific o 
fense against the laws of the city anywhe 
within its limits. The theory is good, but in 
actual practice the law has become a dead 
letter. — 

Conservative citizens, aware of the law, 
owning automobiles, rarely violate it. If 
they use the muffler cutout at all, it is to 
warn some pedestrian of their approach. 
But the horn is intended for this purpose, 
and should be applied to it. There are cer- 


‘tain “young bucks” driving cars about the 


city, sometimes at all hours of the night, 
and also negro chauffeurs when not under 
the restraint of the presence of car owners, 
who seem to take a delight in cutting out 
the muffler and waking up any neighbor- 
hood they happen to be traveling through. 
They have no more regard for the ordinance 
than if it didn’t exist, and perhaps less for 
the feelings of other persons who do not 
care to be disturbed. 


There is only one thing that has made 
this nuisance possible, and that is the lax- 


‘ity of the police department in enforcing the 


ordinance. Communications have reached 
The Constitution from complaining citizens 
they have called the police de- 
partment on the subject in the recent past, 
and all the satisfaction they got was an ap- 
feeling of resentment that the de- 
partment should’ have been. disturbed 
about it! 

If this is to be the attitude of the depart- 
ment, we ask again, what is the use of the 
ordinance? Council should either insist 


upon its enforcement or repeal it.

Another thing which, at times, is an 
equal, if not greater, nuisance than the muf- 
fler cutout is the immense volume of smoke 
emitted from the rear of automobiles into 
which there has carelessly been put an over- 
supply of oil. There seems to be no direct 
ordinance on this subject, although there are 
cases which might, with apparent ease, come 
under the general smoke ordinance of the 
city. 

In any event this emission of volumes of 
offensive smoke is a nuisance and might 
easily be dealt with under the anti-nuisance 
laws of the state. In the large cities of the 
north and east these smoke puffing cars are 
not tolerated for a moment. They are hus- 
tled unceremoniously off the street and not 
allowed to return to it until the trouble is 
remedied.

Carranza will probably have to go just 
as did Huerta. It has long since become 
manifest that his efforts are aimed not at 
the re-establishment of Mexican constitu- 
tional government, as he has claimed, but 
at absolute power for himself. His defi- 
ance of the United States government when 
this country has done nothing to provoke 
such an attitude is characteristic of that 
stamp of Mexican leader whose sole inter- 
est is self-advancement. That was the 
trouble with Huerta, and Carranza seems 
to be following closely in his footsteps. 

Carranza’s effort to convince the Latin- 
American government, that the United 
States is planning the conquest of Mexico 
is just the attitude assumed by all the 
blatant revolutionists before him, who have 
sought to oppose any well-intended effort 

the part of this country to restore peace- 
ful conditions in the revolution-ridden re- 
This has always been done upon 
the theory that the cry of “wolf” would 
arouse the prejudice of all Latin-America 
for fear of some attempt of territorial 
aggrandizement on the part of the United 
States. 

But for the first time this appeal has 
signally failed. Carranza’s effort to con- 
vince the president of Argentina of sinis- 
ter purposes of conquest on the part of the 
United States brought forth only the re- 
ply that the Latin-American governments 
seek solely to assist the Mexican people 
in obtaining peace and good government, 
and that Carranza would do well to aid in 
this movement. 

The press of practically all South 
America echoes public sentiment in approv- 
ing the movement undertaken by this 
country in conjunction with the Latin- 
American governments to restore peaceful 
and orderly government in Mexico. It ad- 
mits and calls attention to the fact that 
the good faith of the United States has been 
proven in the past, notably in the case of 
Cuba. Furthermore, notwithstanding that 
there has been abundant justification for 
the use of force, this government has sought 
always to employ only diplomatic methods. 

The truth of the matter is, Carranza, be- 
sides being the foremost revolutionist, is 
unquestionably today the most dangerous 
foe of orderly constitutional government in 

exico. For wholly selfish reasons he is 
willing to sacrifice his country and drive 
starvation and death.

SOUTH GEORGIA ENCOURAGED. 


The note of encouragement sounded in 
south Georgia will be felt all over the state. 
If it is ahy indication of similar feeling and 
conditions prevailing in similar localities of 
other southern states, its effect will be that 
much the more far-reaching. 

According to The Savannah Morning 
News, which keeps careful watch on condi- 
tions in that part of the state, the south 
Georgia merchants, while making no extrav- 
agant claims, are anticipating a substantial 
fall trade, and are already feeling good over 
it. Presenting the situation as gathered 
from individual report and statements made 
in the newspapers of that section, The 
Morning News says 

It is very gratifying to read in the 

weekly exchanges repeated statements 
that merchants in the towns and 
smaller cities of south Georgia “are 
expecting a very good business this 
fall.” There are no wild claims that 
business will be better than it ever 
was before, for of course the volume 
of it will depend a great deal upon 
the price of cotton, which cannot now 
be foretold, and yet there seems to be 
a firm conviction that when note-pay- 
ing day comes around and the time 
comes to settle up with the merchants 
from whom supplies have been bought 
during the last six months there will 
be few requests for note renewals and 
for the merchants to carry old accounts 
longer. 

One of the most significant features of 
the foregoing is the statement that the vast 
majority of notes will probably be paid on 
time, and that there will be comparatively 
few requests for renewals. For the past two 
years business conditions throughout the 
state have suffered from note renewals 
galore. Of course it all goes back to the 
situation as to cotton; but even with a bad 
cotton year business feels it far less when 
notes are paid promptly. 

If the south Georgia farmers are in shape 
to meet their obligations this fall, it will be 
one of the healthiest and most significant 
business signs encountered since the begin- 
ning of the European war. Substantially 
supporting this prediction is the fact that 
the present crop was made at less expense 
than any within recent years, both as to 
outlay for fertilizers and as to other ex- 
penses incident to growing. 

Another factor which enters strongly 
into the south Georgia situation is the more 
extensive production of meats, grain and 
foodstuffs than ever before in the history of 
the state. A systematic plan of edication 
upon diversification, together with the les- 
son of r@cent cotton troubles, has had a 
more pronounced effect in that part of the 
state, perhaps, than anywhere else in it. 

Georgia, from one end of it to the other, 
has been made to feel, in this matter of di- 
versified production, the stern weight of ne- 
cessity. There is no question that the 
bright prospects indicated for south Georgia 
are a direct echo of it.

Ten men had been killed by William 
McGriffe, a negro hanged here today, 
according to a confession he made on 
the gallows. 

He was executed for the murder of

On the same day he killed two negroes, 
Dan Showers and Henry Green. He 
had confessed to these killings before 
mounting the gallows.

TO MODIFY EMBARGO 
ON EXPORT OF WOOL 


London, August 19.—Announcement 
of certain minor modifications of the 
embargo on the export of wool to coun- 
tries approved as “safe destinations’ 
is regarded as the first step in a policy 
of a freer exportation of wool which 
has been advocated by the trade. Nego- 
tiations are under way for a considera- 
ble extension of exports to the United 
States. 

A decision is not expected before next 
month, as it will be necessary for Great 
Britain to assure the retention of suf- 
ficient supplies for the winter military 
needs of herself and her allies. It is 
pointed out that a freer wool trade 
would do something to reduce Eng- 
land’s growing balance of imports over 


exports, as well as to steady the wool 
market.

TO MENIAN PEACE PLA 


Gen. Carranza Framing Reply 
Which Will Probably Be 
Plea for Recognition. 


Washington, August 19.—Further re- 
sponses to the Pan-American appeal 
for a peace conference among the Mex- 
ican factions were received at the state 
department today, 
General Villa, which was said to be 
favorable. With the presentation by 
Enrique G. Llorente, the Villa agent 
here, of his chief’s answer, together 
with his own, to Secretary Lansing, 
three responses to the appeal had been 
received. The other came from Gen- 
eral Cantu, Villa governor of Lower 
California, which was also said to be 
favorable, 

The general understanding here is 
that Carranza’s response, which is now 
being prepared, as well as those of 
his principal generals, will be a joint 
plea for recognition of the constitu- 
tional government in Mexico. Their 
plea, it was said, would be based upon 
the ground that the constitutionalists 
are in control of a large part of Mex- 
ico and that only through them can 
permanent peace be established. 

A wireless dispatch to the navy de- 
partment announces the arrival of thé 
battleships Louisiana and New Hamp- 
Shire at Vera Cruz yesterday, after a 
rough voyage across the gulf. 


Reply From General Villa. 

El Paso, Texas, August 19.—Follow- 
ing is the official text of General Villa’s 
reply to the Pan-American appeal for 
peace: 

“I, as\general-in-chief of the con- 
ventionist army, have been informed 
with satisfaction of the friendly note 
which your excellencies have advanced 
to me, and which I received *on the 
night of August 5. 

“In replying I have the honor to 
| inform you that the convention gov- 
‘ernment is strong enough, through its 
own ftorce and power, to continue the 
fight defending the institutions be- 
longing to the Mexican people until 
such @ time as the high ideals of the 
revolution which guarantee a solid and 
stable peace are realized; but, taking 
into consideration the friendly ana 
brotherly attitude of the United States, 
of America and our sisters, the Latin- 
Ameri¢ean republics of Brazil, Chile, 
Argentine, Bolivia, Uruguay and Guate- 
mala, with the end that the peace in 
Mexico must ‘be an immediate fact 
constitutional order, duly 
we are réady to accept and 


excellencies toward calling 
of delegates of the contending parties 
recognized in Mexico. It will be pos- 
sible for them to reach a satisfactory 
agreement, thus saving the 
honor, well understanding that 
conventionist government is willing to 
make all kinds of efforts to correspond 
to the good will expressed by your 
excellencies. 

“IT want to state clearly that all mili- 
tray chiefs, as well as the civilians 
attached to the conventionist army 
are willing to establish in Mexico a 
provisional government that will guar- 
antee the elections to which people 
will be convocated to elect with liberty 
its officers, as we have no further de- 
sire except that the nomination will 
be in favor of a determined man. I 
have the honor to reiterate to your 
excellencies the sincerity of my high- 


est esteem. 

(Signed) “FRANCISCO VILLA, 

“General in Chief of Operations.”

Being Refused Return by His 
Father, Oscar Dooley Seizes 
Child at School. 


Athens, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)— 
The little town of Eastville, in Oconee 
county, several miles from Athens, was 
thrown into a fever of intense excite- 
ment yesterday, when a big automo- 
i! bile rolled up to the door of the vil- 
lage school, a little 12-year-old girl 
was called out, suddenly seized, placed 
in the machine and driven away at 
speed-exceeding rate toward Gwinnett 
county's line. 

The child’s- grandfather, H. H. Doo- 
ley, half a mile away, was notified and 
immediately suspected his own son, the 
child’s father, of the abduction. State 
law and then the federal court’s of- 
fice at Athens were invoked for assist- 
ance to get back the child and prose- 
cute the Kidnaper—the.old father. wish- 
ing to reach his son by law to get 
back the little girl who had been the 
light of the household since she was 
a tiny baby. The grandfather, how- 
ever, failed to legally adopt the child 
and efforts to legally recover failed. 
Oscar L. Dooley, the father of the 
girl, gave her to his father when the 
mother died, eleven years ago. He 
has lived in Gwinnett, the child was 
reared by the grandparents at East- 
ville. Zecently ‘the younger man re- 
married and Sunday went to the home 
of his father to ask for his daughter— 
and was refused. The abduction yes- 
terday was the final chapter.

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UN GHARGE OF MURDER 


After Nearly Four Days’ Hear- 
ing Cheney Is Bound Over 
at Carrollton. 


Carroliton; Ga, August 19.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—After a preliminary hearing, 
lasting three days and a half, Ed T. 
Cheney was today Dound over on a 
charge of murder growing out of the 
killing of J. L. Guill, in the Central of 
Georgia depot here, on the night of 
June 24 last. 

Guill, who was agent here, was found 
clubbed to death in the record room 
of the depot and after a few days 
Cheney, the cashier, was charged with 
the crime and placed under arrest. 

The prosecution advanced an alleged 
shortage of about $900 on the part of 
Cheney as the motive for the crime, 
arguing that Guill was killed to pre- 
vent his disclosing the irregularities. 

The defense denies any knowledge 
either of the shortage or of the kill- 
ing, and rests its case on the idea 
that a robber who had concealed him- 
self in the record room committed the 
murder when discovered by Guill. 

The evidence adduced against Cheney 
was circumstantial altogether, but the 
court, composed of Justices Hall, of 
Villa Rica, and McDonald, of Bowdon, 
who presided over the hearing, de- 
cided that the accused should be held 
eg deliberating only a few min- 
utes. 

Owing to the prominence of both the 
dead man and the defendant the hear- 
ing was attended by hundreds of peo- 
ple throughout its duration, the great- 
est interest ever displayed in a case 
here being manifested. Brilliant argu- 
ments were made by cS. Roop, who 
conducted the prosecution, and by Sid 
Holderness and Buford Boykin, for the 
defense. 


PROF. J. H: HARDY 
SERIOUSLY HURT 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Marietta, Ga., August 19.—(Special.) 
While running bases on a baseball dia- 
mond, through which runs the public 
road at Sandy Plains schoolhouse, six 
miles northeast of Marietta, Professor 
J. H. Hardy, principal of the school, 
was run over by an automobile driven 
by Dr..C. E. Bannister, of this city, 
apout 10 o’clock this morning. 

Hardy was rushed to Nolan’s sani- 
tarium in the city by Dr. Bannister, 
and it was found that his backbone 
was broken, and its pressure on the 
spinal column had caused entire paraly- 
sis of the lower limbs. 

A satisfactory surgical operation 
gives hope for the belief that Professor 
Hardy will entirely recover from the 
effects of the injury sustained.

New York, August 19.—While the 
more bearish view of southwestern 


storm effects on ultimate crop pros- 
pects seemed to be gaining ground in 
the market here today ofterings were 
limited and prices ruled generally 
steady with the close steady at a de- 
cline of two points on August ‘but gen- 
erally unchanged to two points 
higher. 

Cables failed to meet yesterday's ad- 
vance and the local market opened at 
a decline of four to five points. Re- 
ports that the tropical storm was mov- 
ing northwestward with diminishing 
intensity probably increased the dis- 
position to realize on cotton bought 
yesterday, but offerings were very 
well taken around the initial figures 
by a renewed demand from Liverpool 
and local support. Reports from the 
southwest as to the effect of the 
storm were very conflicting, some em- 
phasizing the damage in the fields and 
to open cotton, while others predicted 
that the breaking of the drought would 
Stimulate growth and add more to the 
ultimate crop than could possibly be 
represented by immediate losses. Un- 
certainty in this respect probably tend- 
ed to check general business, but the 
failure of the improvement in the wire 
service to bring in renewed hedging 
from the southwest, and a feeling that 
the market had discounted such bear- 
ish features'as to the expected con- 
traband declaration, led to a scatter- 
ing demand on which the market sold 
about three to four points net higher 
during the early afternoon. 

Liverpool reports that an ocean liner 
had been torpedoed caused a quick 
break of seven or eight points later, 
but the spurt of selling soon subsided, 
und the market closed within two or 
three points of the best. The detailed 
weather reports showed good rains in 
Alabama, Mississippi and Ténnessee, 
where droughty conditions were com- 
plained of in the weekly weather re- 
port of yesterday, but some of the late 
advices from the south reiterated the 
reports of damage from the tropical 
strom. Exports for the day were 4,616 
bales, making 94,317 so far thig sea- 
son. Port receipts today 3,830. -United 
States port stocks 688,752.

New Orleans Declines Four Points. 

New Orleans, August 19.—While cot- 
ton was lower in the first part of the 
session today it finally made a fair 
show of strength, recovered the de- 
cline, went to a net advance of three 
to five points, and closed at a net loss 
of four points. Trading was more ac- 
tive than usual and an undercurrent 
of bullish sentiment was discernible, 
based on Texas reports of damage, but 
the market was held down by the 
organ of cotton on the contraband 
ist and by the continued unsatisfactory 
state of the market for foreign ex- 


change. 

Cables were lower than due which 
caused selling on the opening  ecall. 
Bears put out much talk about the 


heavy rains that had fallen recently 
over the belt and made the claim that 
benefits derived from this source would 
offset damage by the hurricane in 
Texas. The market was held down 
until the middle of the day when shorts 
commenced to show nervousness over 
the steady stream of bullish crop ac- 
counts from Texas. These reports 
claimed that a vast amount of open 
cotton had been blown out of bolls and 
destroyed, that the plant had suffered 
more or less injury and that in the 
direct path of the storm many fields 
had been washed of their crops.

Chicago, August 19.—News of the sink- 
ing of the Arabic caused fresh weak- 
ness in the wheat market today after 
prices had begun to recover from a s8@t- 
back, due to excellent reports from 
the harvest in the spring crop belt, 
with September at 1.05 3-8 and Vecem- 


ber at 1.04 3-8. Quotations closed un- 
Settled 6-8 to 1 1-4 under last night. 
Corn finished unchanged to 5-8@3-4 


higher; oats 1-8@1-4 off to 1-4 up, and 
provisions with gains of 2 1-2@5 to 20. 


Bears in wheat had the advantage 
from the start. As a result for the 
first time this season the May option 


went lower than last year, selling down 
to 1.08. Favorable weather through- 
out Minnesota, the Dakotas and the 
Canadian northwest continued as on the 
previous day, to act as more than an 
offset for rains in the territory south- 
west of here. As a matter of fact, to- 
day’s advices pointed to a realization 
of one of the largest spring wheat 
crops ever grown in America. On the 
ensuing declines, indications that a 
fair export business had developed, led 
to a little reaction, but the bulls were 
making only slow headway when word 
came that the Arabic was the victim 
of a submarine. 

Increased selling that followed the 
receipt of bulletins telling of the fate 
of the Arabic depressed the wheat 
market visibly, but the extent of the 
fall in values was not to exceed 3-4 on 
the bushel. This loss was virtually 
wiped out before trading reached an 
end for the day, althoush traces of 
nervousness were still evident when 
the final gong cleared the pit 

Corn at first sagged with wheat. 
Later, though, the market hardened, 
owing to unwelcome cool temperatures 
and pessimistic crop reports from the 
northern portions of the corn belt. 
Mats merely tagged after corn. Ship- 
ping demand was fair, but by no means 
urgent. 

Shorts covering brought about a de- 
cided rally in provisions after an early 
decline The weakness of grain and 
hogs seemed to have caused the bears 
to be trapped into selling too freely al- 
together.

Agents.

Washington, August 19.—President 
Wilson took up officially today reports 
that German agents have been unduly 
active in the United States. Later it 
became known that the department of 
justice would investigate all charges 
that there have been violations of 
American neutrality. 

The president discussed the 
with Attorney General Gregory, ask- 
ing what steps had been taken and 
whether anything had been discovered 
calling for action. He was told that 
the department’s inquiries had develop- 
ed no information to warrant prosecu- 
tions. 

The attorney general told the presi- 
dent that he had not read carefully 
the charges published in The New York 
World that German agents with the 
approval of the German government 
“had fomented strikes in munitions fac- 
tories and engaged-in other such ac- 
tivities, but that as soon as the dis- 
closures now being made by that news- 
paper were completed the facts alleged 
‘would be investigated. 

Because of the mention of names of 
German embassy officials in the pub- 
lished reports, President Wilson prob- 
ably will discuss the situation with 
Secretary Lansing in the near future, 


HEARING OF ORTOLPE 
1S AGAIN POSTPONED 


Officials Refuse to Divulge 
Evidence Against Alleged 
German Spy. 


Tallahassee, Fla. August 19.—The 
preliminary hearing of Walber Or- 
tolph, charged with entering United 
States military and naval reservations 
for the purpose of securing informa- 
tion to which he was not entitled, re- 
garding the national defenses, was 
postponed again today to September 2. 
No reason for postponing the hearing 
was announced by Commissioner Mc- 
Cord other than it was ‘by mutual con- 


sent among counsel. 

Ortolph, who was arrested here fol- 
lowine alleged suspicious actions, has 
been in the county jail for two weeks. 
His preliminary trial, first set for Au- 
gust 17, has been twice postponed be- 


fore today. 
Government officials admit they are 
working on evidence, but guard its pos- 


sibilities carefully. 


NORWAY PROTESTS 
SEIZURE OF MAILS 


Christiania, Norway, August 19.— 
(Via London.)—The halting yesterday 
-of the Norwegian mail steamer Haakon 
VII. andthe seizure of mails by a Ger- 
man submarine have been followed bya 
protest to Berlin and a demand for the 
return of the mails to Norway. The 
Haakon VII. was bound from Bergen 
to England. )

Italy’s Iron Crown. 


(From The Pittsburg Dispatch.) 
INot so very far from the battle- 
swept frontier that takes its way 
through the Tyrolese Alps lies the Ital- 
ian town of Monza, wherein one of 
the most precious of Italy’s innumer- 
@ble historic relics is preserved, the 
famous “Iron Crown of Lombardy.” 
This iron crown came to the Lom- 
bards, and to its fame through the gift 
of Pope Gregory the Great, who pre- 
sented it to a German princess as a 
reward for converting her consort to 
Christianity. 

Theodolinda was the daughter of a 
Bavarian king. Reasons of policy 
brought about an arrangement of her 
marriage to Autharis, King of the 
Lombards. Theodolinda was a prin- 
cess of unusual charm and beauty; 
and, the story runs, Autharis, who had 
secretly joined his embassy for the 
negotiation of his marriage, met the 
princess as a simple Lombard cour- 
tier, and the affection that grew up 
between them caused the priycess to 
oppose her marriage with the unknown 
king with all the power of her per- 
suasion. 

Monza, the northern city, dates its 
first important associations from the 
comin gof Theodolinda. The German 
queen won the devotion of her subjects 
and upon the death of Autharis they 
agreed to recognize as their king any 
prince whom she might choose for her 
second husband. Agiluf, Duke of 
Turin, was Thedolinda’s choice, and 
he it was whom she converted to Chris- 
tianity, whereby the Lombard iron 
crown started upon its centuries’ ca- 
reer of wonderful associations with 
queens, kings and emperors. 

‘Pope Gregory’s gift was a fillet of 
fron, which, according to pious tradi- 
tion, was beaten out of one of the nails 
which fastened Jesus to the cross. 
This relic was brought to Rome by the 
Empress Helena, and was guarded as 
a relic of marvelous powers. The iron 
fillet was used to crown the German 
emperors kings of Italy. It was used 
at the coronations of hCarles V., of 
Napoleon and of Emperor Ferdinand. 
It was this crown, too, that was used 
-as the s vmbol for a united Italy, and, 
with the Lombard iron circlet set in a 
gold crown of Byzantium workmanship, 
the king of Italy took his coronation 
oath and announced the arrival of a 
united tlIalian people among the na- 
tions of Europe. The.church, in whose 
treasury the Lombard crown is pre- 
served. together with other relics of 
the great Lombard queen, was founded 
by Theodolinda. 
-San Giovanni at Monza are the queen's 
fan and comb of gold, and the golden 
hen and seven golden chicks. which 
Eaprenet Lombardy and her seven prov- 
neces.

What a Precedent May Mean. 


(From The Chicago Herald.) 

Does anyone doubt that the precedent 
which Austria asks us to set by de- 
claring the exports of war munitions 
an unneutral act would some day arise 
to plague us? Does he imagine that a 
precedent like this may be established 
and then be allowed to play no part 
in our future international relations? 

If anyone labors under that delusion 
he should cure himself by noting the 
careful attention to Americam preced- 
ents which is paid in the latest Brit- 
ish notes, replying to our protest 
against interference with commerce 
with neutral European nagions con- 
tiguous to the Teutonic empires. He 
should note the readiness with which 
a nation engaged in an argument with 
another nation cites the precedents 
set by its opponent .in justification of 
its own acts. 

It is possible that the precedents so 
cited may be found not to apply. But 
granting that they do apply, this coun- 
try will unquestionably find itself in 
an embarrassing position. The force 
of its protest will be weakened. The 
appeal to international law will be an- 
swered by this very pointed reference 
ito our different position when it suited 
}our convenience. 
| All this applies with redoubled force 
ito the precedent which Austria asks 
,tkhis country to establish. In case we 
should give our adherence in so signal 
a manner to the doctrine that trade in 
munitions is a violation even of the 
spirit of neutrality the principle so 
recognized would be a powerful argu- 
ment to induce neutral nations some 
day to deny us munitions which might 
be essential to national safety. 

-“You cannot possibly maintain that 
you have a right to sell nmrunitions to 
the United States,” we can imagine a 
better prepared opponent saying to a 
neutral nation. ‘The United States 
settled that question as far as it is con- 
‘cerned by the attitude it adopted in 
1915. It then and there specifically 
recognized that real neutrality requires 
a neutral nation to refrain from fur- 
nishing the means of destroying the 
lives of the people of a belligerent na- 
tion. In declining to mountenance 
such a. commerce at present you will 
have the best of precedents—that set 
by the very nation now at war.” 

We may ‘Se absolutely certain that 
neither Germany nor Austria in our 
{position would entertain the idea of 
‘setting so dengerous a precedent. We 
‘have had too frequent reiterations from 
‘these quarters that with them national 


safety is and must be the supreme law. | 


.They can thus find no good reason to 
complain if we, too, pay some slight 
‘attention to our own national safety— 
particularly when we adhere strictly 
—as we do—to the spirit and letter 
of international law while so doing. 

We can’t be teo careful about the 
precedents we set. 
not afford to set a precedent which we 
might some day have to disregard 
without a moment’s hesitation. The 
only safe rule is to stick to the well- 
known and approved rules of interna- 
tional law and let those who want us 
to violate them and jeopard our own 
future safety come to a realization of 
the absurdity of their demands,

Terms of Governors. 


(From The Pittsburg Dispatch.) 

A foreign investigator coming to our 
country would doubtless be impressed 
by the similarity in our forty-eight 
state sonstitutions. He would find that 
they all provide for a governor, popu- 
larly elected: two legislative houses, 
the members of which are elected by 
districts, and a “separation of powers”’ 
of government into legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial. This type was estab- 
lished early, and is clung to as a sort of 
political religion. 

But as soon as we inquire into the 
details of any one of these uniform fea- 
tures, we find diversity, says The New 
Repuwblic. 
the term for governor varies from one 
year to four. Half of the states give 
the governor & four-year term; twenty- 
two give a two-year term, and one, New 
Jersey, gives a three-year term, while 
Massachusetts elects a governor every 
year. Here we have variety without 
any particular reason. There is noth- 
ing magical about any particular 
length of term. The old idea was to 
avoid too long a term in order to pre- 
vent abuse of power. The constitution 
of Massachusetts is very old, hence this 
very old idea concerning the length of 
the governor’s term persists. Too short 
a term cannot favor efficiency, owing 
to lack of experience in so short a 
term. True, the incumbent may be re- 
elected, but the trouble and expense of 
a state campaign every year is not at- 
tractive. There has been no complaint 
Oo flength of term in the four-year 
states. Indeed, a longer term, with the 
privilege of the recall, would favor still 
of length of term in the four-year 
term, and at the same time the abuse 
of power could be prevented. 

Thereis still greater variety in the 
powers of the governor in the different 
states. The governor of North Caro- 
lina has no veto power. All the other 
governors may veto legislation, but the 
vote in the legislature necessary to 
overcome a veto varies; eight*states re- 
quire only a majority, 34 require a two- 
thirds vote, and five a three-fifths vote. 
This vote must be recorded, yea and 
nay. 
ther particularized thus: In 34 states 
the governor may veto items of’ ap- 
propriation bills, and three of these 
permit veto of a part or parts of any 
Dill. The item veto represents a long 
| struggle with the forces of corruption. 
Beer time and conditions under which a 
governor may retain a bill - before 
‘signing or vetoing, show almost in- 
| finite variety in the 48 states. All 
these things could easily be standard- 
ized and made uniform. 

Thirty-five of the states have lieu- 
tenant governor, and inall but one of 
these, this officer is president of the 
state senate, just as the vice president 
of the United States is president of the 
national senate. In the other states 
and in Massachusetts the senate elects 
its own presiding officer. Is there not 
room for simple and easy standardiz- 
ing here? 

The governor of Illinois has the 
largest salary—$12,000 Five states, 
Colorado, New Jersey, New York, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, pay $10,000. The 
others vary down to $2,500 (Vermont), 
16 of the states paying $5,000,
